Flying Automobile Passes Tests, : 
Said To Be Foolproof, Economical 


Government Observers Watch as Stubby Coupe With 40- 
Foot Wing Spread Goes Through Paces; “Plane” Gets 
13 1-2 Miles to Gallon and Can Reach High Speed. 


LOS ANGELES, July 24.—(UP) 
The dream of air-minded men, a “fly- 
ing automobile,” bounced jauntily 
down the runway of Los Angeles mu- 
nicipal airport today, leaped into the 
air like a chicken going over a fence 
and soared away into the sky—a 
stubby, foreshortened coupe mounted 
on a 40-foot wingspread. 

Waldo Waterman, tall, pipe-smok- 
ing designer, sat in the glass cage of 
the tail-less airplane while Depart- 
ment .,of Commerce officials, headed 
by John H. Geisse, chief of aerial de- 
velopment at Washington, watched 
the weird craft go through its paces. 

It was the first public performance 
of the plane, which has undergone 
secret tests for six months ow a dry 
lake bed in the Mojave desert, near 
Rosamond, Cal. 

Waterman regards his plane as only 
the precursor of the perfect “flying 
automobile’ with detachable wings 
which can be laid away in the hangar 
while the stubby body is driven home 
to the garage. 

Before a gallery of government ob- 


servers, the inventor taxied his plane | 


out of its hangar unaided, drove it 
bumping over a _ strip of ploughed 
field, its rigid, pump-spring landing 
gear taking the rough ground like a 
tractor. 

Wheeling it on its wing-length. he 
sent it roaring down the gray asphalt 
runway for 100 yards, when it gave 
an unexpected lurch and mounted al- 
most straight into the air. 

Climbing swiftly it cireled the air- 
port, its long, V-shaped monoplane 
wings making it look like a soaring 


with scarcely a jar and came to a 
stop 30 feet after its wheels hit the 
pavement. 

Waterman climbed out of the glass- 
enclosed car, grinning. 

“This is the plane,’ he said, “‘that 
designers said was impossible.” 

Waterman has been experimenting 
on airplane designs for a quarter of 
a century and has been working for 
three years on the present model, 
which he calls the Waterman W-4A 
“arrow-plane,” built on Department of 
Commerce specifications for a virtual- 
ly ‘‘fool-proof,” low-cost airplane. 

Striking his sandy moustache, the 
inventor described features which he 
claims for his plane: 

It will operate at the average cost 
of a low-priced automobile, and will 
retail for slightly more than $1,000 on 
large scale production.

WE KILLED TOO MANY HOGS 

The report of the Department of 
Agriculture that inspected hog 
slaughter for the current marketing 
year will be the smallest in 25 
years, and lower still in 1935-36, 
emphasizes that we killed too many 
hogs in the slaughtering program 
to raise meat prices through lessen- 
ing the supply. 

As a result, prices have gone sky 

high, with pork now selling at al- 
most prohibitive prices, whereas 
the cheapness with which it can be 
produced, in comparison to other 
meats, should make it within the 
reach of every family, of however 
modest income. 
The same thing has been true 
with regard to beef and other meats, 
with prices during recent months 
continually going up! up! up! 

The department reports that 
1935 spring crop of pigs shows a 
decrease of 19.6 per cent over last 
year and of 40 per cent over 1932 
and 1933. The effect on prices is 
revealed in statistics showing that 
hog products averaged 24 per cent 
higher rates in the period from Oc- 
tober to June, 1934-35, and 62 per 
cent over the same months in 1933- 
34 and 1932-33, 

Balancing the decrease in the 
quantity of pork produced against 
the increase in prices, it is shown 
that the net returns received by

TRICKS WASHINGTON, July 24.—Mr. Garner’s sleeves are bulging 

suspciously as he strolls around the senate chamber these 
days. There are indications that he has tricks in them. Peeping Toms 
have ‘noted that, when he takes off his coat at night, strange legislative 
novelties fall. out. 

‘The fact is the vice president has-been entrusted by the President 
with complete authority over the currently puzzling legislative situa- 
tion. No one else at the capitol is supposed to know the answers to 
the riddles you see daily in the headlines . . . whether there is going 
to be a tax bill, or when, if ever, congress is going to adjourn. 

Now, it is never a good idea to mix magic with poker, even meta- 
phorically. People have been shot doing that. But it is safe to point 
out that Mr. Garner has the best poker face in Washington. It is ru- 
mored, for instance, that he frequently carries his hole card home with 
him at nights. Consequently, you will never find out the answers from 
him. But, in other ways, you can get some fairly helpful ideas, 
MISTAKE It is no secret, for instance, that Messrs. Roosevelt and 

Garner see more clearly every day that the move to keep 
congress here to enact a tax bill was a dangerous venture. It has re- 
sulted in raising the bonus issue; started a silver uprising; encouraged 
the Frazier-Lemkeites; offered an opportunity for a congressional in- 
flation drive. It has raised every buried issue the New Dealers wanted 
to keep buried. In fact, if they knew you well enough, they would 
probably concede that it was a mistake to bring the idea up at this time. 

Consequently, .there is more than a faint ground for the suspicion 
that there would be no wailing or gnashing of teeth around the White 
House if an honorable way of delaying the plan until next session could 
be found in order that congress would be adjourned as soon as possible. 


OUTLOOK You may look for one of two conclusions: (a) A bar- 
gain whereby the original Roosevelt tax proposal and the 
bonus will be pushed through in a hurry on the same bill, or (b) a 
hasty adjournment after the passage of the bank bill and other “must” 
legislation (leaving the tax program, the bonus, and all the substitute 
financial panaceas until next session). 
The odds now favor the latter course. An adjournment on that basis 
within the next three weeks is probable, despite all you have heard to 
the contrary. 


WARNING Wise news readers can rest their eyes when they come 
to statements now being issued by the various congres- 
sional leaders. All are talking for effect, rather than for edification. This 
is not a phenomenon. Near the end of the session, they always make 
false threats, assume positions they do not intend to hold, in order to 
better their bargaining position.

If it were not for the activity of 
commercial fishermen there is no tell- 
ing what the recreational value of 


Chassohowitzka river might be. Be- 
ginning at the spring we find black 
bass, red bream, shell-rackers (I hope 
Judge Max Land sees this and takes 
the hint), crappie and a variety of 
other fishes, including the “shiners” 
which are so invaluable for bass food. 
I'll bet a fly rod would be a lot of 
fun amongst these panfish. 

Then, further downstream, one can 
usually find some big sheephead lying 
in the holes. Here the bass begin 
to fade out of the picture. Then down 
toward the salt water, redfish are in 
evidence and tarpon—small ones but 
undeniable tarpon—are seen jumping 
and rolling. As far as the surface 
gymnastics are concerned, there are & 
lot of large gars, just what I want, 
which are constantly breaking water 
and refusing to take my bait, which 
is held in the bottom of a think, 
pliable and very strong wire loop, in- 
stead of a hook. 

Out in the gulf, of course, we have 
mackerel and crevalle and groupers 
and the rest of the clan that makes 
the confirmed salt-water fisherman 
look with suspicion on us devotees of 
the light rod.

| Health Talk

It would mean more to us dumb 
readers, says one of ’em, if you would 
actually experiment, instead of chal- 
lenging those who believe poisons pen- 
etrate the skin to try to poison you 
that way. So many politicians ‘‘chal- 
lenge” their opponents that 1 am 
afraid many of your readers when they 
read your words see in them nothing 
but the same hollow pretense. How 
much more convincing it would be if 
you could say “I made this experi- 
ment under these conditions and Doc- 
tors So and So examined me atfter- 
ward and pronounced the experiment 
a success.” It seems a shame to lay 
yourself open to jibes when you are 
doing such a fine job of debunking 
meretricious health appeal. (J. E.) 


How I would go for that experi- 
ment if Doctors So and So could be 
depended on to pronounce it a success. 
But I fear they would pronounce me 
a liar. No, there is only one way the 
controversy will ever be settled, and 
that is by properly controlled experi- 
ment or test made upon the skin of a 
normal subject by a committee of phy- 
sicians, perhaps a chemist or two. Il 
am not challenging anybody. I merely 
offer my hide for such an experiment 
whenever or wherever such an un- 
biased committee desires to put the 
question to actual test. 

A few years ago some one did carry 
out an egperiment on his own skin, 
applying arsenic, which failed to poi- 
son him. How little effect this had is 
indicated by the fact that even I, with 
my great interest in the question, can- 
not recall the name of the man—I 
vaguely remember that he was a chem- 
ist, perhaps a professor of chemistry 
somewhere. 


It would be ridiculous for anyone 
to do such experiments and then aft- 
erward ask physicians to certify that 
there is no sign of poisoning or ill et- 
fect. If such a test is to be convincing 
it must be carried out from first to 
last under strict control of scientific 
observers. 

The only element of “challenge,” ¢o 
far as I am concerned, is that we must 
agree that the results of the expert- 
ment or test shall be accepted by all 
and published freely. If the expert- 
ment proves that the medicine, cnem- 
ical or other substance is absorbed 
through the skin (no matter whether 
it ig poisonous or not), we agree that 
the controversy is finally settled and 
the side in the wrong must thereafter 
cease and desist from propagating 
false notions. That’s fair enough to 
both sides, and surely best for public 
welfare.

“T am fully convinced, from a long 
familiarity with these people, that the 
Indian’s misfortune has consisted 
chiefly in our ignorance of their true 
character and disposition, which has 
always held us at a distrustful dis- 
tance from them; inducing us to look 
Pe them in no other light than that 
of hostile foe, and, worthy only of

Looting China. 
A naval engagement off the coast 
of Korea in 1804 began the Chinese- 
Japanese war, An important date, for 


when the war was over the Rising Sun 
of Japan cast its shadow heavily over 
all Asia, and Japan had become a 
great power. 


Western nations expected that biz 
China would beat little Japan. In- 
stead the Nipponese swept through 
Korea, crossed the Yalu river into 
China proper, defeated the Chinese 
navy and captured Port Arthur—all 
within nine months. As booty they 
exacted Koreg’s sovereignty, Formosa, 
the Pestadores Islands, Liaotung 
peninsula and 200,000,000 taels in- 
demnity. 

Russia, Germany and France, in- 
voking “the territorial integrity of 
China,” compelled Japan to give up 
all its loot except Formosa and the 
taels, Then, as their reward for “pro- 
tecting’ China, they each sliced off 
big chunks of Chinese territory, and 
gave Britain a share for keeping quiet 
during the hijacking.

The barrage of charges agreed only 
on the deep underlying causes of the 
rioting that was touched off when rifle 


shots broke up the Orangemen’s cele- 
bration July of the anniversary of 
the Battle of Boyne, the battle that 
}made Protestantism secure in North- 
;ern Ireland, 

‘Sectarian disturbances are in no 
| wise unusual here, where there has al- 
; ways been a substantial Protestant 
‘majority. Serious riots date from 1880 
but they did not assume terroristic 
character until 1920 when gunmen en- 
tered the fight and reprisals began 
building up the death total. 

Cardinal Macrory, in a statement 
today, placed the blame for the initial 
disturbances’ July 12 on the authori- 
ties, asserting they should not have 
permitted the parade. 

However, leaders of the Orange in- 
stitution, clearly identified with the 
Protestant majority, ascribe the blame 
to the Catholics, asserting the whele 
trouble was prearran and directed 
against King George’s silver jubilee 
celebration.

AS CANAL FIGHT CAUSE 


Moisture Supply Not Ade- 
quate, Floridan Says in 
Battle for Waterway. 


OLEARWATER, Fila., July, 24.— 
(P)}—The cross-state ship canal will 
become an issue in future Florida 
political campaigns “if the question of 
its effect on water supplies is not 
settled to the complete satisfaction of 
the people,” Marvin: H: Walker, of 
Tampa, prophesied today. 

Addressing the Clearwater Rotary 
Club, Walker, editer of the Florida 
Grower. said that in the past month 
about 80 Florida groups have sent 
resolutions to Washington demanding 
more complete water supply investi- 
gations. 

“These demands have not received 
much considerations,” he said, “if we 
are to believe Walter F. Coachman, 
of Jacksonville. That is not sur- 
prising, for this canal is to be built 
for the benefit of 37 states and 
Florida seems to have little to say 
about it.”

No, I do not mind answering these 
questions.
